‘In the development of the natural resources.of Cariada, and the result- 
ant increase im traffic for the transportation systems of the Dominion, is to 
be found the only permanent solution’ of the problem now presented. by 
the annually recurring, and increasing, deficits in tlre operation of the Na- 
tional Railways. This was the view’ expressed in this column last week, 
and further study of the question only serves to confirm and strengthen 
that opinion. 

It is gratifying to note, too, that the soundness of this suggested solu- 
-ton is being urged more and more upon the Federal Government and the 
people of Canada.: Such influential men as Hon. T. A Crerar, President 
Beatty of the C.P.R., Sir Frederick Williams Taylor, general manager of 
the Bank of Montreal, and other leaders in Canadian affairs, support this 
view. , 

If in the development of our natural resources lics the solution of our 
railway problems—and if increased business will solve the railway problem 
{t will likewise assist to solve other national problems of. taxation and 
economics—then the question presents itself as to which of our many re- 
sources attention should first be turned-as best calculated to quickly re- 
spond to well directed Government and individual effort. | Also, in the 
light of existing world conditions, which of our resources will make the 
strongest appeal to the people of the world? Again, which of our fe- 
sources, if more fully developed, will react upon and operate to bring about 
the dev clopment of other resources? 

There -can be no two opinions as to the richest, the most important, 
the basic natural resources of this country. It is to be found in the agricul- 
tural lands spread over tlie Dominion from the Atlantic to the, Pacific. 
Valuable as are the mines, the forests, the fisheries of Canada, and neces- 
sary as they are to the upbuilding of a strong and self-contained nation, 
they individually and collectively take second place to agriculture. 

The first essential to the development of the untilled acres of Canada’s 
“fertile agricultural lands is population. Withottt people the lands must 
remain idle and unproductive... Lacking. workers on. the land, crops cannot 
ibe produced. Unless our unsettled lands are peopled with workers who 
will produce, and through their production create traffic for the railways, 
all the economies in _ the world will not result in making those railways 
profitable. . 

Furthermore, it is only through the placing of people on the land that 
the necessary demand will be created for manufactured products of all 
kinds, the demand for which will, in turn, force the development of our 
-mineral and timber resources, and thereby create still further traffic for the 
railways and provide employment for an ever increasing body of artizans 
and skilled workers in shop and factory. ; 

Another million of people settled on farms-in Canada and, producing 
wealth from the soil would result in such a volume of produce for export in 
the. shape of grains and livestock that many of our now unprofitable lines of 
railway would become paying propositions, because for every dollar’s worth 
-of produce shipped out, the people on the land would purchase a dollar’s 
worth of goods to be shipped in. 

- Yet there are people in this country who are advocating the adoption 
-of thé most stringent regulations to prevent immigration into Canada. 
Nothing could be more shortsighted, . All will agree that the bars should 
‘be kept up against the mentally, morally and physically deficient, Canada 
‘does not want suchas*these, who are not producers, but who become a 
menace and burden to the state. But Canada does need and must have a 
‘large increase ip eneration of the right type of people if it is to devclop 
-aud prosper. 

The most prosperous setiodt in Canadian history was ‘during those years 
when immigration was flowing into this country at an unprecedented rate 
-and the vacant lands of the Dominion were being brought under cultiva- 

_tion, Those were the years when, with the incoming of these pioneer set- 
tlers, our cities, towns and villages grew apace; our railways were busy and 
-constructing new branch lines as feeders; ouf manufacturers were con- 
structing larger factory buildings.and employing many more workers, and 
activity was manifest in the’deveclopment of natural resources of all kinds. 
‘With the falling off in immigration, and with largé national obligations 
incurred for transportation and other sérvices which were provided to meet 
.-the expected continuance of the influx. of new settlers, the slump came. 
Then the war put’a stop’to all immigration for over five years ,while at the 
,game time it took its toll of millions of human lives. 

The opportunity again presents ‘itself to secure a large volume of im- 
-aiigration to Canada, and immigrants of the right type, too, ~ Sound na- 
tional policy demands that full advantage be taken of the opportunity. If 
there ever was a time when Canada needed new people to Assist in the de- 
velopment of our great resources, .it is now.. Immigration should be en- 
couraged, and there should be no trouble in selecting and eliminating the

Old Fort Ellis and Sioux Indians 


‘Crossing the Plains to Fort Carlton 
Summer 1875,

The husband of the insulted woman 
was. particularly | bloodthirsty 
quite mad with rage. , The young 
braves, backed him up and were 
searching everywhere for A-——-; no 
doubt it would have gone hard with 
him if his hiding place had been dis- 
covered. Our interpreter talked un- 
til he was hoarse trying to make,some 
sort, of settlement that night; they 
however would not-treat. They would 
not smoke, but clamored for the 
guilty man and threatened to burn the 
fort over our heads. Of course we 


their far from tender mercies. Next 
day, by ggod luck; Chief Factor Me- 
Donald returned sooner than expect- 
ed and there was a Grand Council 
held in the large Indian. room of the 
fort, some forty of the leading Sioux 
being present. 

It was.a fine sight and quite:an edu- 
cation for us youngsters to. see this 
thin spare Scotchman walking up and 
down before the assembled warriors 
and ratmg them as if they were a lot 
of school boys. I only remember 
the general tenor. of his remarks 
which were chiefly delivered through 
an interpreter,, though at times he 
would break into broken Sioux inter- 
spersed with Gaelic and Cree, 

The speech follows: 

“Did you never play the fool your- 
selves “when full of fire water? ‘The 
woman is not hurt. What is. all 
this fuss about? You wait until my 
back is turned and then rush in here 
at night trying to scarce everybody.” 
Shaking his first at them, “I tell you, 
Sioux, if you are not more civil I will 
report you to the Queen’s Red Coat 
Soldiers at. Fort Pelly. You cannot 
go back across the ‘line as the Big 
Knives are waiting for you there. The 
Sioux nation will be wiped out. like 
this” (clapping: his hands together), 
and so on in much the same strain. 

McDonald was right. The Mount- 
ed Police were being organized” at 
Fort Pelly that summer and the very 
fact of their red coats (whose num- 


bers of course were very much exag-

Poor: sinner, 
the company put up with his failings

A-small 
band of Crees had come in from the 
plains and camped on. the west side 
of the fort (the Sioux were on the 
east): They were well supplied with 


buffalo robes, dried meat and pemi-

Was it telepathy, 
mind reading, or what? Anyway 
with his prophetic insight hé revived 
the fortunés of the Sioux, and they 
shortly moved camp and I aecard no 


These Sioux, or Dacotah Indians, 
were not a pleasant people. Many 
of both sexes were handsome, but 
they nearly all had a hard, fierce ex- 
pression, and a pleasant face was a 
rarity, Their tepees were scrupulous- 
ly clean and tidily kept, and they were 
all very particular about their per- 
sonal appearance. One could not 
forget in dealing with ther chat their 
hands were red with much innocent 
blood of white people, and when it 
came to torturing helpless prisoners 
the .women, it Was claimed were the 
worst offenders. 

The Grand Yearly Council of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company had been sit- 
ting at Fort Carlton and we wereeall 
anxiously waiting for the return of 
Chief Commission Donald A, Smith, 
and at last he and his party, driving 
furiously as usual with relays of pon- 
ies all along the route inaking from 
eighty to’one hundred and twenty-five 
miles daily, arrived at Ellis. ‘They 
only stayed for dinner, handed cver 
the minutes of council affecting Swan 
River to Mr. McDonald, and then 
pushed on to Fort Gacrry, Next day 
I was summoned to the office and in- 
formed that I had been ordercd .by 
council to Fort. Simpson on the. Mac- 
kenzie River, Mr. McDonald, remark- 
ing drily, that the temperature up 
there would tend: to*cool my tropical 
blood. His last remark, however, 
made me furious. You will lcave 
your dogs here as they cannot go in 


the boats; and now you can go. Well, 
I leved these dogs as a brother, and 


the dogs they worshipped --ne, and to 
be separated from them was a heart 
break. . I had referred to this train 
in a fotmer. article. Part Husky, 
part Scotch Stag Hound, in shape and, 
size they took after the Scotch father.

Few Wheat Breeds oe 
Resist Rust 


Great Difficulties of Producing Com- 
mercially Valuable Resistant 
Varieties, 


The extreme difficulty of produc- 
ing a rust-resistant wheat is outlined 
by W. P. Thompson, professor of bio- 
legy at the Saskatchewan. University, 
in a paper read at the recent Saska- 
toon conference and. entitled ,“Breed- 
ing W, heat for Rust Resistance.” 

At the outset, the speaker differ- 
rust-resistant 
wheat and a rust-escaping wheat, that 
is, one which escaped rust by reason 
of early. maturity or other reasons. 
Up to the present time, varieties that 
are truly rust resistant are those 
which have no commercial value. 

The speaker declared that he had 
tested practically all the varieties 
for which: rust-resistance. had been 
claimed, in addition to “litindreds of 
varictics from . nearly every wheat- 
growing country in the world. “Out 
of all the varieties tested,” said the 
speaker, “less than’a dozen showed 
true resistance, and of these none are 
of commercial value for other reasons, 
unless it-be one or two of the Macar- 
oni type, whose drawbacks aré fami- 
liar, Practically all ‘the resistant 
varicties are durums or emmers, No 
consistently resistant bread wheats 
have been found.” 

Dr. Thompson went on to say- that 
the production of a good resistant 
varicty .appeéared to, be merely a 
question of making enough crosses 
and raising enough hybrid plants 
which would have all the other desir- 
able qualities, This, it was recog- 
nized, would be a big task, because 
of the small percentage of resistant 
hybrids and because of the small 
percentage of. those resisters Which 
would possess the desirable qualities 
of the standard parent. Very large 
numbers wére raised and tested, and 
in 1919, hybrids had been secured 
which were quite resistant at. Sas- 
katoon, and Whichgat: the same ‘time 
looked very good in regard to other 
qualities, 

Then came a disappotatment: It 
was found that pure: varieties which 
had proven resistant .for several 
years had suddenly appeared quite 
susceptible. | It has sinée been abund- 
antly proved that the discrepancies 
‘were due to different strains of rust, 


strains which differ only in the viru-./ 


lence of their attack on particular 
varieties of wheat. This had enor- 
mously increased. the already great 
difficulties of producing commercially 
valuable ‘resistant varieties: . If they 
did not preclude it altogether. There 
was no assurance that a_ variety 
which had proved resistant. in 
locality would be resistant to the 
rust’ strains of another locality, and 
there was no assurance that.a variety 
which was resistant in.a certain local- 
ity in one year would be resistant in 
the same locality in another year. 
“We still have varieties resistant 
to all the rust strains found up to 
the. present,” he continued. . “But 


-other strains may turn up which can 
| attack them, 
{worth 


It might be considered 
while to introduce a variety 
resistant to the rusts present this 
year over half of. Western Canada, 
but if this were done, it scems probs, 
able that the rust from the other 
half would speedily overrun this 
area.”

Familiar Streets in London are Found

A man may spend the whole of his 
life in London and yet never set cyes 
on that wonderful underground city 
which stretches its maze under the 
“Babylon of bricks” with which’ he is 
familiar, says Tit-Bits.

We descend to our underworld be- 
neath the Holborn Viaduct and find 
ourselves in.a well-lighted vaulted 
passage, with a well-paved floor and 
walls faced with white bricks. Be- 
side us run the pipes of the gas and 
water companies, troughs containing 
the wires of the Electric Company, 
atid the telegraph wires of the General 
Post Office. Overhead run the pnett- 
matic tubes through which the writ- 
ten telegrams are blown front the dis- 
trict offices to St. Martin’s-le-Grand. 

As we’wander on we find passages 
branching off to right and left, -each 
fabelled with the name of the street 
above its Thus, walking westward 
along Fleet Street, we sce Shoe Lane 
leading of to our right, Whitefriars 
and Bouverie Streets to our left, and 
50. on; ‘cach familiar London street 
liaving its 
ranean city, and each house above 
having its corresponding number be- 
low. At intervals we find shafts 
communicating with the upper world, 
admitting light and air; and through 
them we hear the tramp of feet and 


/the rumble of wheels. 


Now we hear the muffled rush of 
a train beneath our feet again 
through a grating we see a busy 
station far below iis. 

If we wish to carry our explora- 
tion farther we must equip ourselves, 
in, a rough .smock, sea-boots, and a 
sow-wester. With candle ‘in hand, 
let us descend into the dark depths 
beneath Farringdon Street, and make 
our. first’ acquaintance with the his- 
toric Fleet River, which once flowed 
through green fields from the heights 
of Hampstead. ; 

Now we find ourselves in a vaulted 
channel four yards” high, 


flow swiftly towards the Thames. As 
we proceed the sound of falling water 
grows loud in the ear, and soon we 
are looking on a cascade which pours 
its’ waters with a roar into those of 
the Fleet... A waterfall beneath the 
hurrying traffic of Ludgate Circus! 
But the most remarkable part of un- 
derground London still remains to be 
seen—-the great, far-spreading system 
of sewers. The sewers. of London 
are so long that, in a straight line, 
they would stretch from Liverpool to 
Rome. 

These sewers have a Capacity so 
enormous that they will carry away 
‘daily the conterits ofa lake as-‘large 
as Hyde Park and three and a quar- 
ter feet deep. Some of them have a 
diameter of over twelve feet; ‘their 
fall ranges from .two fcet to fifty feet 
in the mile, — : 

Nor have we yet exhausted the 
wonders of hidden London. Deep 
below. the city run hundreds of miles 
of enormous gas and water mains; 
and in between, at different levels, is 
the most wonderful network of un- 
derground railways in the world. 
There are wine-vaults which con- 


tain thousands of casks of wine. Be- 


neath St, Paul’s. Churchyard there is 
a spacious well-equipped restaurant.
